Serial Numbers: 


AS IV devices used in BC have a six digit serial number, however leading zeros may not be recorded in the ASD 
Calibrator Certificate, and therefore some AS iV serial numbers may be recorded that have only five or four digits. 


ASD Calibration and Tolerance: 


ASDs used in BC are currently calibrated to display a “Warn” reading at a blood alcohol concentration of 60 mg% 
(milligrams of alcohol in 100 millilitres of blood) to 99 mg%, and a “Fail” reading at a blood alcohol concentration of 
100 mg% or over. ASDs have a tolerance of plus or minus 10 mo%. 


Calibration Expiry Date: 


The accuracy of ASDs are valid for at least 28 days after an accuracy check by a qualified ASD calibrator. An 
“ASD Calibration Expiry Date” is placed on the ASD by the calibrator and indicates when the ASD will require the 
next accuracy check. The calibration expires at 23:59 hours on the indicated date. 


Service Expiry Date: | 

ASDs are serviced annually and a "Service Expiry Date" is placed on the ASD by the service company. Dates are 
displayed in the following manner: Year/Month, or Year/Month/Day.

Here is a non-electronically fillable PDF, with the preset dates removed. Your more technically savvy users will figure out 
that Adobe Acrobat can be used to add text and type on top of the fields so that it's more legible - as it's the paper, 
printed, signed copy that matters, this should be acceptable. 


I also just remembered that maybe this is a new problem because the old ICS Reader program was removed from the 
RCMP public-facing site (because there are no longer any ICS forms on the public-facing site), so external agencies can 
no longer re-install the program. If this is the case, the ICS Reader is still available for download elsewhere on the web, if 
people prefer to electronically fill the ICS forms - as I cannot speak for the IT departments of other agencies, I won't pick” 
_ a particular site to download from, but I believe it's legally able to be downloaded online - they should be looking for 
the PureEdge ICS Viewer 6.5.

Suhet Distracted Driving Enforcement Techniques 


Recent enforcement practices regarding distracted driving legislation have come into question. 
Some practices are clearly not within the scope of legislation, and others, while they adhere to a 
sirict interpretation of the law, erode public confidence and may do little to reduce harm on our 
roadways. | 


Based on a recent detailed review of this topic by Cpl. Jag Johal of West Vancouver PD Traffic 
Services, the following three areas of concern have been identified as problematic: 


1. Proactively asking drivers for electronic devices during stops _ 


Officers working at road checks or stopping vehicles for other offences will, on occasion, 
proactively ask drivers where their electronic device is. Reportedly when the driver accesses 
the device from his/her center console, passenger seat, or elsewhere in the vehicle, some 
officers are issuing a violation ticket for use of an electronic device. 

This does not satisfy the elements of the offence. The device must be in use as defined under 
Section 214.1 of the Motor Vehicle Act (or Section 2 of the Use of Electronic Devices While 
Driving Regulation) in order to create the offence, and the officer must be able to articulate 
the actions he observed to prove this beyond a reasonable doubt. While clearly there are 
instances when members will suspect the driver may have been using the electronic device 
prior to stopping, it is not an offence to have a cell phone sitting in a cup holder, on the 
passenger seat, or anywhere else in the vehicle if they were not holding it or watching the 
screen. Absent any evidence of actual use of the device, and our ability to prove it “beyond a 
reasonable doubt”, it would be inappropriate to issue a violation ticket. 


2. Observed but not used electronic devices 


Officers working call operations sometimes observe electronic devices that are accessible to 
the driver and are advising uniform officers down the road to stop them for a distracted 
driving offence. Similar to the previous point, this is not an offence if there is no evidence of 
usage. In legislation it is not a question of accessibility, but that of usage, plain and simple.

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Accessibility in and of itself does not satisfy the definition of “holding the device” or 
watching the screen. 


In the interest of ensuring our enforcement activities are both legal and ethical I am directing that 
members not issue distracted driving tickets absent evidence of “use” as defined in provincial 
legislation. It has been suggested that some members have obtained convictions in court on 
charges for circumstances similar to those described in either of the examples above. While this 
would seem unlikely, even if this is the case, at an organizational level we cannot support 
ticketing individuals if the elements of the offence have not been met. 


3. Electronic device use in drive-thru line ups 

Officers have occasionally conducted surveillance in fast food restaurant drive-thru line ups 
and issued violation tickets to drivers using their devices while stopped in line. While this 
action does satisfy the elements of the offence it also brings up the issue of appropriate 
targeted enforcement for the purpose of reducing harm on our roads. There is no question 
that by definition this is an offence and a collision could occur, however, the probability of 
serious harm is low compared to similar actions on an active roadway. 

Similar enforcement activities recently garnered significant public criticism in Alberta based 
on what was reported in the media (perhaps somewhat inaccurately). While not the only 
factor, the issue of public confidence is a consideration and clearly there are better areas in 
which to conduct active distracted driving enforcement. 


While such enforcement may be entirely lawful, we all want to promote enforcement that is both 
fair and appropriate. Traffic enforcement contacts may be the only interaction many members of 
the public have with the police throughout their lifetime, and in the interests of maintaining 
public confidence we should strive to conduct appropriate enforcement at the right place and the 
right time to reduce harm. In this context | would simply ask that you remain mindful of these 
considerations when engaging in enforcement activities. 

ĮI would welcome and feedback or concerns and this issue will be on the agenda as a topic of 
conversation at the next mecting of the BCACP Traffic Safety committee.

This is another kind of long one pertaining to IRP’s, but worth the read for anyone who regularly finds themselves 
conducting Impaired Driving investigations and issuing IRPs. It's primarily focussed on IRP Refusals, but is important for 
all directions that and ASD Demand might take you, | 


During the course of Criminal Code Impaired Driving investigations that utilize an ASD, the validity of the ASD demand is 

almost always tested. First by Crown during charge approval and then by the courts at trial, The validity of the ASD _ 
Demand hasn't been an issue that a driver can bring up during some IRP reviews. I mention “some” because {at the 
present time) in the cases of Fail or Warn IRPs, the validity of the ASD Demand cannot be brought up by the driver (or 
their lawyer). But in /RP Refusals the validity of the ASD demand is a very poean component, especially for 
unequivocal refusals {the verbal “I'm not blowing”). | 


Many cases of IRP Refusals are being tested on what we as the investigators are saying to the drivers roadside. How 
many times have you had someone roadside ask you, after you've read them the ASD Demand, “what happens if I don't 
blow?". What have you said back to them? Prior to Sept 20, 2010 your answer likely would have been something along © 
the lines of “well, the punishment for refusing to provide the sample is the same as for Impaired Driving.". These days, 
since the implementation of the IRP, how do you answer that question? Does it ever mention that they could face a 90- 
Day Driving Prohibition and a 30-Day Impound of the vehicle? If you answer their question with the potential 
consequences under the IRP legislation you are likely undermining the lawfulness of the ASD Demand. 


It comes down to the fact that when you are answering that question you are still in the midst of a Criminal Code 
investigation. We do not exit the Criminal Code Investigation and enter into a Motor Vehicle Act only one until after 
they have blown a “warn”, a “fail” or we have determined that they are refusing or failing to provide a sample of their 
breath. When you answer their question about what will happen if they don't blow with the fact that the consequences 
are the same as for Impaired Driving you are stating a simple fact that is backed up by the sections of the Criminal Code 
(S. 254). When you answer with the consequences of the IRP refusal, while you're still acting within the realm of 

the Criminal Code, you are essentially threatening them with consequences that are not back up by the Criminal 

Code. This threat is considered a coercion and as such renders the demand unlawful. And a person does not have to 
comply with an unlawful ASD demand. 


It has now become important for us to document any conversations that we have with drivers when they ask us if they 
have to blow. Our conversations have to remain true to the lawful authorities that we are acting under. So this means 


that if you have one of these conversations with a driver, keep it to what the consequences are under the Criminal Code

and not what they could be if you go IRP. Then, document the conversation in your narrative. If you don't keep it 
“lawful” and document it in your narrative, the driver, and his or her counsel, will gladly fill in that [loop}hole that you 
_ have left open, | | 


The same is true of situations where a member stops someone and places them under arrest (or detention) for impaired 
driving and then, after some consideration of the situation, "backs up” and makes an ASD Demand. Once we have 

_ formed a belief that someone is impaired and detain (or arrest) them for that investigation we lose what is colloquially 
known as the “10(b) free zone" where we can make an ASD Demand. The ASD is meant as a screening tool to get us to ` 
the point of forming reasonable grounds to believe that they are impaired. If we get to the point that we have 

detained or arrested them for impaired driving then we are past the point of having the legal authority to demand and 
ASD Test. At that point, if they refuse the ASD Demand and we go IRP the IRP will be overturned on appeal as an 
unlawful demand. 


_ In both of the above scenarios, when the IRP Refusals are overturned, the reason will come back from RoadSafetyBC as 
Evidence shows the driver did not refuse an ASD Demand.” 


At this point in time, if a person ends up deciding to provide a sample in the above scenario's and blows over the 


2) Make sure that we document those conversations in our narratives 


lawfulness of the demand cannot be taken into account at IRP adjudications. If they blow a “warn® or a “fail” the 

. lawfulness of the demand is not an argument that they can make in their defence, This may change in the future 

however. The arguments at the Supreme Court of Canada on the first version of the IRP were heard a few months 

ago. The issue of the lawfulness of the ASD Demands for “warn” and “fail” IRP’s was argued. And there is a very real 
possibility that the decision will come down that driver will be able to argue lawfulness (Le. fairness) of ASD Demands in 

their appeals. If that happens then what we say to driver's roadside is going to be tested in all IRPs. 


- Although | haven't to date heard of anyone making the argument in Criminal Court, I'm sure that the lawfulness of the 
ASD Demand after being “threatened” with IRP consequences could affect outcomes there as well 


It's probably best to get into good habits now: 1) Be careful about what we say, ensuring that we stay lawful, and:

Sgt Novakowski from Abby PD sent an email regarding the practise of delaying the reading of the ASD demand until the 
member had the ASD in hand compared to reading the demand as soon as the suspicion is formed , then delaying the 
breath sample until the ASD is in hand. He quoted several cases from across the country supporting his view. 


I have asked Paul Kirk from the Admin Crown office for advise, he will be producing an opinion document that will be 
more of a "best practise” rather than a direction. It will take a couple of weeks and then I will share it out to all of IDAC 


so that we can all be on the same page. The bottom line from Paul is that it is not clear, he has spoken to several other
